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- VANDALISM INMADOC_ 


On Saturday. July 23rd, the village of 
Madoc was the location of three incidents 
of vandalism. The construction site, at the 
new Senior Citizens building had about 
$700 or $800 damage, there was about $100 
damage at the Highschool and about $200 
.damage was done behind Kincaid’s IGA 
store. These incidents all occurred late on 
Saturday night but it has been brought to 
our attention that these have not been the 


only cases of vandalism in this area inthe _ 


last few weeks. 

The vandalism at the Senior Citizen's 
building, which is now being built, was 
discovered on-Monday, July 24th, but it 
was not discovered after a long period of 
inactivity on the site as was reported on 

~ some area radio broadcasts. The construc- 
tion superintendent on the site stated that 
they had put in a normal work week prior to 
that weekend and they discovered the 
damage when they reported to the site on 
Monday. Eleven thermal-pane windows 
had been broken, several screens for these 
windows had also been destroyed and

Mr. Dennis Anderson, of Belleville, had 
some of his property destroyed by fire at 
about 4:00 p.m. on Saturday afternoon, 
July 29th, at Crystal Beach Park. Mr. 
Anderson and his family were visiting at a 
neighboring campsite when another 
neighbor discovered flames coming from 
Mr. Anderson's hardtop tent trailer. The 
neighbor rushed to the trailer to try and 
extinguish the flames: with a portable 
extinguisher, but as they opened the door 
of the trailer, it burst into flames and there 
was nothing that the campers could do but 
call the fire department, Fortunately for 
the campers, Mr. Bill Hawthorne, who 
owns the park, hands out a paper 


holes and had been punched through some 
of the siding that had been erected. 

Construction personnel, the construction 
superintendent and the Madoc OPP 
confirmed that this was not the first 
incident on this site, There had been at 
least one other incident when copper 
piping for the drains under the floor had 
been twisted and damaged. Plumbers from 
Toronto were called in to do the repairs at a 
cost of around $650. The Madoc OPP 
stated that vandalism is not an uncommon 
occurrence on construction sites and they 
also stated that it must be reported so that 
they can begin to do something about it. 
The. construction company, Frank Zupet 
Construction of Mississauga, have instal- 
led a vapour light on the site and they are 
also considering stationing a night 
watchman on the site’ to see that this trend 
does not ‘continue. The OPP have 
interviewed the neighboring pedple and 
have alerted their patrol cars to keep this 
area under surveillance.

Park. The Madoc Fire Department 
answered this call and everyone involved in 
the fire remarked on how quickly they

Saturday night that there was some 
suspected tampering with a construction 
vehicle at the Highschool. However, when 
they arrived on the site, they could find no 
evidence of this but:they did find two 
broken windows. Repair work was being 
carried out on the school’s brick work and 
many of the old broken bricks were left 
lying on the ground in front of the school. 
Someone apparently came along, saw the 
bricks and the windows and threw. two 
bricks through the windows. 

At 1:30 a.m. Sunday morning, the top of 
the well behind Kincaid’s IGA was torn off 
and this was not easy to accomplish. The 
uprights that support the covering of the 
well are about 3°’ by 3” thick, and these 
were broken in half. Mr. Bob Henderson 
stated, ‘‘It looks like someone hooked a 
chain on it and pulled it down.’’ Mr. 
Henderson also said that he had had two 
other minor incidents in the previous two 
weeks. 

Vandalism such as this becomes very 
costly and although the police are doing

fire might well have spread through more 
of the campsites.’’

After the fire was extinguished, Mr.

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Cassidy blasts Rollins 
over work record 


Mr. Michael Cassidy, leader of the New 


’ Democratic Party of Ontario, visited Madoc 


and varlous other areas of the Hastings- 
Peterborough riding on Tuesday, July 
25th. Mr. Cassidy remarked, *‘] began this 
morning in Belleville, in’ the, relative 
comfort of the Four Seasons Hotel, and 
travelled to the Farmer's Market (in 
Belleville). to the Indian Reserve, and then 
all the way up, through the course of the 
day, to Bancroft. Among other things, | 
learned first hand what a stupendous 
amount of distance you have to. cover in 
order to campaign in this part of the 
province. It’s*something which I knew in 
theory, but didn’t exactly know in practice 
until | had -actually been here.”’ Mr. 
Cassidy went on to say that there were’a

number of problems raised throughout his 
trip in the riding and that the party had no 
magi¢ solutions to these problems. 

“We spent this morning inthe Farmer's 
Market talking with the farmers'who have 
heen hit hard by drought and who are not 
protected in many cases by crop 
insurance, 

“We Spent some time today at. the 
Maple Dale cheese factory, just south of 
Tweed, talking with them about. the 
problems they are experiencing because of 
a drop in the milk quota from 20 million 
pounds to less than 10° million pounds 


today. That's very hard to cope with if you” 


are trying to make an.enterprise work.” 

He also spent some time with the Reeves 
of Hungerford and the village of Tweed 
discussing the problems that they are 
having with their industrial park; he spent 
time atthe Veneer Plant in Tweed and at 
Cooney’s Sawmill in Gilmour discussing 
the shortage of timber; he spent some time 
with the tourist operators in Bancroft and 
I spent some time With people from the 
PHLIC committee, both those who were 
only concersed about a nuclear dump and 
those who were also concerned whether o1 
not it might be possible to pet other forms 
of industry for this part of the province.” 

Mr. Cassidy stated that many of these 
problems stem from the fact that the 
people in Queen's Park do not care about 
the people outside the immediate area of 
Toronto, and that this area suffered trom a 
lack of leadership in Queen's Park. 

‘*Not only is there a failure of leadership 
on the part of Bill Davis and Darcey 
McKeough and all of the gang who are 
running things with the Conservative 
yvovernment and have been running things 
for the .last 35 years. But that ts 
compounded, in my opinion, by afailure of 
effective representation at Queen's Park, 
by the local member in this area, the 
Honourable Clarke Rollins.

This year’s Student Manpower Centre, 


_with their offices in CHSS, were very 


successful, when compared to last year and 
the declining availability of jobs in this 
area. Last year there were 9 students 
laced through this office and there were 
ifty-three visits to employers. This year 
there were one hundred student place- 
ment and two hundred and seventy visits to 
employers in the Marmora, Madoc and 
Tweed areas, which means that each 
employéf was visited twice. 

Of the one hundred student placements, 
thirty were for Young Canada Works

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last year. The best they could do last year 
was place nine students, but this year they 
increased that to one hundred students.

Trained Near Stirling _

-Chamiraffda,~ Ros. of Warob, Azlaf 
Estes - tales of distant Arabia? No, it’s all 
oing on in a spot between Stirling and 
elleville. These are not names of exotic 
rincesses, but of very beautiful Arabian 
orses. Visiting Warob stables near 


Stirling is entering a world of very 


specialised horse lovers. The Arabian 
horse isa small horse (about 15 hands - 60 
inches) and is four times as expensive as a 
thoroughbred. Dorothy Lawson who trains 
the horses at the stables explained the 


distinguishing marks of one of the oldest 
. domestic breeds. The Arabian horse has a 


small forehead and a tiny muzzle with a 
small lower lip. There is a concavity in the 
profile below the forehead. The ears: are 
tiny, the back of the neck arched and the 
croup flat. They carry their tails high and 
away from the body. | 
Aithough they can pull a sulky and are 
beginning to be used for jumping (because 
they are small they are entered in a 
separate jumping class) Arabians are 
mainly bred for show and the stud fee can 
be as high as $2,000. Dorothy’s job is to 
teach the horses stall manners and then get 
them used to harness and rider. Preparing 
a horse for the show ring can take two 
ears. One needs real patience for the job. 
What are -stable manners? The horse 
shouldn't fly out the moment the stable 


door is opened, not should it kick or . 
ethreaten. It must learn to stand still when 


it's tied or brushed and to pick its feet up 
(for cleaning and medication). All this is 
taught by using reward and punishment. 

Actual ring. sheer does not begin 
until the horse is about 2 years old, when it 
starts on the lunge line (a 15 - 20 ft. line 
that guides the horse around the ring). The 
horse learns to walk, trot, canter, whoa, 
speed up, and slow down to voice 
command. Then comes the unnatural 

rocess of carrying someone on its back. 

irst tH@ horse gets used to the saddle, 
bridle and bit without a rider. Then when 
the horse has become trusting, one person 
talks gently at the head and the other 
mounts in stages. first maybe putting a

The Whitley’s Observation room which 
overlooks the arena is packed with award 
ribbons and trophies. They have horses 
showing in the States; as the horse wins 
awards and becomes well-known, people 
want to use the Warob Stallions as studs. 
The stables'show all signs of a lot of caring 
- the horses have large stalls and are not 
tied up. Everywhere from tack-rooms to 
horse-showers are signs that the horses are 
cherished not because they are useful, but 
because they are beautiful. 

Dorothy Lawson, who showed us around, 
graduated in Zoology from Guelph. She is 
well-known in horse circles in the area as 
she has shown her own horses here. She 
had her first horse when she was 11 and 
horses still absorb most of her interest. She 
is, however, also a good artist in 
watercolors and charcoal. 

The Warob stables represent a world not 
known to most of us. A world of wealthy 
owners (a horse can cost up to $200,000) 
and people willing to spend a lot of time 
showing these beautiful animals.

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ISSUES IN 
THE LA

THE LIMITS OF THE LAW 

Ever since man left the caves, every 
society has felt the necessity to impose 
regulations on its members. At first: the 
regulations were litthe more than habits. 
then taboos, then commands imposed by 
rulers and now complex legislation enacted 
by our own representatives. They control 
every type of interaction between people. 

The first laws were the simplest. They 
outlawed assault and interference with the 
property of others. They were designed to 
assure that people could live in reasonable 
security that their life and property were 
safety from the brutish or greedy. The 
penalties imposed were designed to punish 
offenders and cither remove them from 
circulation or tocteach them a. sufficient 
lesson that they would not cause problems 
atin, 

There ts little doubt that this category of 
laws is essential to an orderly society. To 
many carly politicians it was the proper 
role of the society to enforce only their laws 
which direetly forbade mterference with 
the person or his property. To go further 
and pass laws for any other reason was 
considered an unfair limitation on personal 
freedom. 

Over the centuries laws grew to not only 
protect individuals in society but to help 
assure that the aims of socicty. were not 
undermined by actions which, although 
they didn’t threaten another individual, 
were seen as a threat to society itself. Thus 
blasphemy. attempted suicide. and adul- 
tery as well as other sexual offences were 
created, 

These so-called offences against the 
social order were not taken lightly. One 
hundred years apo a lot of them were 
capital offences. It is somewhat tronic to 
think that in punishing someone for the 
“ornme™ of attempting suicide. Victorian 
society exccuted the offender, thereby 
conipleting what he-had begun 

As the Western World became more 
industrialized the law came to protect more 
and more society's commercial objects. 
New taaes were established; they had to be 
enforced by laws. Price fixing began; it had 


to be controlled by laws. 

One person's actions could, it seemed, 
affect thousands of others he had never 
met. Polluters. if uncontrolled. caused 
losses miles away even years afterwards. A 


manufacturer could sell goods through so 


many wholesalers. and retailers that it was 
virtually impossible to guess in whose 
hands his products would end. 

As-a result of there complexities the - 
Iwentieth Century has produced volume 
upon volume of Statutes, Regulations and 
judves’ decisions which control virtually 
every facet of our life. Laws regrettably 
seem to pile up into larger and larger 
masses of virtually unintelligible restric- 
tions and it now takes a lawyer to do w hat 
once were simple business dealings. 

It seems harder for governments to 
remove laws than it is for them to create 
them. Often laws are forgotten. Recently 
Hlinois discovered that a law prohibiting 
smoking completely has» been sitting. 
foruotten, on the books (for nearly a 
Century, 

As the laws multiply so does their scope- 
Kecent Ontario laws fequiring drivers and 
passengers of motor vehicles to wear seat 
belts and for motorevclists to wear helmets 
seem to Start a new paternalistic category 
of offences. : 

It seems pretty clear that we are better 
off tor wearing the seat belts or helmets 
but. none the less, to many it is simply Hot 
the business of the law to tell us what (0 os 
when all we risk is our own personal safety, / 
Surely if an adult motorcyclist chooses not | 
to wear a helmet it is his decision and none 
of our business to second guess it. 

The argument is that seatbelt laws 
should be accepted because they set out 


what is best for us. But it would probably » 


he better for us all to turn in for bed at 
eleven o'clock every night or to brush our 
iceth after every meal -- that doesn’t mean 
there should be a law against staying up 
later or not. brushing. 

While it may result of the — best 
intentions, the control exercised over us by 
the laws we enact is such that we should 
sometimes stop to think what the limits of 
the laws should be.

. ' The Energy in Society Summer 


Workshop, July 31 to August 18 at the 
Boyne Natural Science School, near 
Orangeville, will be the first of its kind in 
the province. The program will be jointly 
sponsored by the Ministry of Energy, the 
Ontario Youth Secretariat andgthe Toronto 
Board of Education. 

**We want to give the students a good 
background in energy matters, stressing 
the importance of energy conservation and 
the role of renewable energy so that they 
can pass on the information to other 
students during the next school year," 
Energy Minister Reuben Baetz said. *‘It 


might lead to similar workshops ‘through- - 


out Ontario in the future.”’ 

The workshop will be conducted as part 
of the Ontario Government's Experience 
‘78 program. Students will be required to 
report on their plans for a school project. 


. Possible projects includé the conducting of 


energy audits in schools, the organizing of 
an energy day for the student body or the 
community. or the setting up of recycling 
programs. 

e curriculum will cover matters of 
energy supply and demand, technology, 
conservation, renewable resources and 
leadership skills through lectures, discus- 
sion groups and tours. 


Principals in 30 City of Toronto schools 


have selected the 60 students who will take 
art in the workshop. One of 30 Experience 
78 projects to be conducted this year by 
the Ministry of Energy, the workshop is 
estimated to cost about $55,000.

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I have had a friendly, running battle with the Consumers 
Association of Canada for almost 10 years. I have found CAC 
members, especially the executive members, to be in- 
formed, friendly and sincere. 

At the same time, I have felt they were attacking the 
wrong sector of the food chain when they attempted to find 
fault with marketing boards in this country. 

This is not to say that all marketing boards are lily-white 

‘bastions of honesty and integrity; only that, for the most 
part, these boards have done their best for producers with- 
out ripping off consumers. Unfortunately, the consumers 
groups have, on occasion, made unfair accusations against 
marketing boards. 

Now comes a new president: Yvonne Miles. She started 
her term in office by saying high beef prices give her in- 
digestion. 

Good. I do not know how good Canadian beef could give 
anyone indigestion but perhaps the price might. But where 
was Mrs. Miles during the last five years, particularly the 
last three, when beef farmers were a disaster area; when 
they were getting such low prices for their products that 
many went bankrupt? 

I do not recalljanyone suggesting that consumers should 
pay another 25 cents a pound for their beef so that producers 
could stay in business when farmers were finding it so 
tough. 

And to suggest a, beef marketing board would have sent 
the CAC into a dreadful tizzy. But a beef board would help 
considerably to ward off these terrible lows in the beef 
cycle. 

It is going to be a trying year for the association. It has a 
deficit of more than $245,000 and the federal government is 
urging members to find a better way to finance the CAC 
than to rely on government grants. :

The CAC has decided to seek corporate funding. It is too 
bad they have to do it that way. Any money from big bu- 
siness in the form of grants is tainted money. The CAC’s in- 
tegrity could be questioned although Mrs. Miles hopes it can 
be done ‘‘in a way that will protect our integrity.” 

It is difficult to say which way the association should 
jump in times of restraint. Getting money to finance almost 
anything can be difficult but I would explore all other aven- 
ues before accepting corporate grants. 

Membership in the association — it costs $8 a year — is 
down from a peak several years ago of 120,000 to 95,000, a 
loss of 25,000, almost a quarter. I believe it is because con- 
sumers have become alittle complacent and they need a 
shaking up. 

After reading stories in the newspapers during the legisla- 
tive committee's investigation of kickbacks in the food 
chain, I think it is a bad time for consumers to be compla- 
cent. 

One of those corporate executives refused to answer some 
of the questions put to him by committee members, the 
same attitude that has prevailed among some corporate ex- 
ecutives for many years. A Royal commission would make 
these people answer legitimate questions and I, for one, 
think it is about time some questions were answered. — 

If there are ripoffs dlong the food chain, those ripoffs do 
not come at the farm gate or through marketing boards. The 
ripoffs come in other areas of the food chain simply because 
there is more opportunity. There are 338,000 farmers in Can- 
ada yet only three major meat packers and only a handful of 
retail supermarket chains. 

Individual farmers can't cheat to the detriment of the 
buying public but the opportunity is great for all the rest of 
the people in the food chain. 

And that is where the CAC should be focussing its efforts. 
I hope they find the money to keep up their good work.
